After close to 
year, rape kit 
still untested 


‘In nobody’s mind is that OK, captain 
who oversees state’s crime lab says

Last December, Juliette Simmons told police she was 
sexually assaulted by an acquaintance who she suspects 
drugged her with LSD after a day of skiing on Mount Hood. 
She said she blacked out and then woke up in the passenger 
seat of her own car to find the man urinating on her mostly 
nude body. 

Simmons reported that the man had choked her during 
the encounter. Within hours, a friend drove her to a hospi- 
tal, where she was examined. She suffered bruises on her 
neck, back and legs and had what looked like a bite mark 
on her chest, according to an emergency department med- 
ical report. 

The sexual assault kit from that exam was submitted to 
the Oregon State Police crime lab on Dec. 28, 2016. 

Nearly a year later, she’s still waiting for the lab results 
and for the Clackamas County sheriff’s detectives to con- 
clude their investigation of the alleged sexual assault. 

Simmons decided to go public with her name and her 
case to highlight the extraordinary delays in processing
